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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This is a 371 of PCT/IB03/03718. 

A preliminary amendment was filed dated Feb. 1 8, 2005. 
Claims 1-8 and newly added claims 9-1 1 are pending. 

2. Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 1-9, drawn to stabilizer compound of formula 1 and process of making 
classified in class 546 subclass 187+ 

Group II, claims 10-11, drawn to polymers containing stabilizer classified in class various 
subclass various depending on species election. If this group is elected, a further election of a 
single disclosed polymer is also required. Further restriction based on the species election may 
be required. 

The inventions are independent or distinct, each from the other because: 

Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are 
not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, modes of operation, and 
effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, invention I stabilizer can be used in 
other unrelated polymers (see for example US 6,538,056) and the stabilized polymer can be 
made with different stabilizers (see US 4,003,875).
